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Dutch delay decision 
on broadcast of film 
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THE HAGUE. April IS (Agencies) — 
Amid mounting pressure from Arab coun- 
tries. the Dutch Broadcasting Foundation 

Tuesday postponed a decision on whether to - 
show a film Saudi Arabia considers offending 
to the royal family and to Islam. 

A lower board of the Netherlands Broad- 
casting Foundation agreed Tuesday that the 
: British- made movie, Death of a Princess , 
should be shown Wednesday night on Dutch 
television. 

The lower board tossed the final decision 
to the controlling board of the Dutch TV 
system, which said it would decide Wednes- 
day afternoon, just hours before the 
scheduled broadcast. 

Sunday. Saudi Arabian ambassador to the 
Netherlands. Sheikh Ziyad Muha mmad Ali 
Shawaf. told Deputy Prime Minister Hams 
Wiegel that Dutch-Saudi relations would suf- 
fer serious damage if the program were 
shown in Holland. The movie als o is 
scheduled to be shown in several countries, 
including the United States. New Zealand, 
West Germany and Australia, in the next few 
weeks. 

Wiegel agreed to urge the Broadcasting 
Foundation not to show the film, but said the 
government has no power to Wock it. On 
Tuesday the government “informed” the TV 
foundation that Dutch interests in Saudi 
Arabia are extensive and that about 3,000 
Dutch citizens are employed there, the fore- 
ign ministry said. 

In an interview published Tuesday in the 
' Volkskrunt newspaper. AmbassadShawaf 
said that the issue of the film in the Nether- 
lands would “certainly not lead to an oil 
boycott. 

“I have only pointed out to Wiegel that this 
film could cause bitterness, not only in Saudi 
Arabia but in the whole world of Islam.” 
Shawaf was quoted as saying. “Let me put it 
this way — fanatical Islamic groups might 

West pledges 
$1.16 billion 
for Turkey 

PARIS, April 15 (R) — A group of West- 
ern countries Tuesday pledged aid to Turkey 
worth 5 1.16 billion, or less than half what 
Ankara says it needs this year. 

A spokesman for the 24- nation Organiza- 
tion for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) said final conditions 
for much of the package would need to be 
worked out between Turkey and individual 
donors. 

Turgut Ozal, under-secretary to the Turk- 
ish prime minister, told newsmen his country 
needed about three billion dollars in aid this 
year and he hoped oil producing countries, 
inclu ding Saudi Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates, would make up the difference. 

In addition to the OECD pledge, the 
World Bank has granted $ 340 million in aid 
and project loans for this year with a furthers 
210 million awaiting approval by its board. 
The International Monetary Fund has 
granted about $ 300 million this year. 

Ozal said Turkey’s economy bad shown 
marked signs of improvement since the new 
government’s economic program was intro- 
duced in January. 

There had been a notable decrease in the 
inflation rate which had been running at an 
annual level of 80 per cent at the end of 1 979, 
he said. 

Ozal also said he hoped a meeting would 
take place in May to discuss postponing Tur- 
key’s foreign debt which was estimated ear- 
lier this year at about $ 14 billion. 

West Germany and the United States 
made the largest aid pledges Tuesday at$ 295 
million each. 

Italy followed with a $ 115 million and 
France. Japan and the European Community 
each pledged $ 100 million. 

Other major contributors included Swit- 
zerland. Britain, the Netherlands and 
Canada. 
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harm Dutch interests. The motive for my 
talks with Wiegel has been the safeguarding 
of relations between the Netherlands and the 
Arab and Muslim world. We do not want to 
curb the freedom of the press.” 

Monday, Tunisian Ambassador Slim Ben- 
ghazi appealed to the foundation “on behalf 
of all Arab states” to prohibit the broadcast. 
Philips, the giant telecommunications firm 
with multi- mi (lion dollar contracts in Saudi 
Arabia, wrote to the board urging that the 
film not be shown. 

The Netherlands business Asdbgnion. an 
influential group of manufacturers and emp- 
loyers, said it has told the foundation the 
group objects to the broadcast. 

However, several members of the parlia- 
ment objected to what they called improper 
pressure by the government to get the broad- 
cast canceled. They said that despite the 
storm of protest surrounding the film, the 
right to broadcast should not be violated. 

In London British Foreign Secretary Lord 
Carrington held informal luncheon ratfcs 
Tuesday on Middle East and other world 
developments with Arab ambassadors, Brit- 
ish officials said. 

They said that Omani ambassador Nassir 
Seif el Buaii was host at the luncheon which 
was arranged last month. 

The officials claimed it was in no way con- 
nected with the controversy over the recent 
screening of the dramatized television film in 
London. 

Lord Carrington last week sent a message 
to Foreign Minister Prince Saud AL Faisal 
expressing regret about any damage that 
might be done to Anglo-Saudi relations by 
the showing of the film. 

British officials said that contrary to a Lon- 
don press report, the Arab ambassadors had 
not delivered a joint protest note to the fore- 
ign office. 

The Organization of Islamic Conference in 
a statement Monday said this was not the first 
time Muslims had been exposed to this con- 
spiracy woven and supervised by Israel. It 
(railed for “intensive efforts in the framework 
of a studied information campaign to present 
thg true picture of the religion of Islam” 

Cbadli Khbi. secretary-general of the 
22-member Arab League told Reuters as he 
ended a six-nation Gulf tour " It is sad, espe- 
cially when we are about to restart the 
Euro-Arab dialogue with a group of peoples 
we regard as friends of the Arabs, that the 
new atmosphere should be disturbed by a 
film insulting to Islam." 

In Canberra the Australian government 
Tuesday asked the Independent Television 
network Channel 7 not to screen the film. 

Australia's relations with Saudi Arabia, 
indude trade worth 500 million Australian 
dollars ($550 million) annually. 

The television network has not yet given its 
decision. The government cannot force’ the 
network not to show the film. 

Meanwhile American television viewers 
can see the British- made film next month the 
non-commercial Public Broadcasting System 
(PBS) said Monday. 

The government-subsidised PBS said each 
of the 283 stations on its network would 
dedde for themselves on screening the prog- 
rams when it was carried on May 12. ’ 

Beirut erupts 
in violence 
during strike 

BEIRUT, April J 5 (R) — Several persons 
were wounded Tuesday when militants and 
pro-Iraqi gunmen exchanged automatic 
weapons fire during a strike in protest against 
the reported disappearance of a religious 
leader rn Iraq, security sources said. 

They bad no details on the exact number of 
casualties in dashes between armed members 
of Lebanon's Shf ite Muslim community and 
supporters of the Baath Party which rules 
Iraq. 

The strike was called by Shf ite community 
leaders here following reports that a promi- 
nent Shf ite clergyman. Ayatollah Moham- 
med Baltir Al-Sadr, had disappeared from his 
home in the Shf ite Holy city of Najaf south of 
Baghdad. 

Several Ir anian newspapers reported that 
the Ayatollah had been murdered, but 
informed Iranian sources in Tehran Tuesday 
quoted Arab diplomats as saying the religous 
leader had been taken to Baghdad by Iraqi 
security forces and was alive. 

Virtually all shops and most schools were 
dosed in the western sector of BeiruL 
Demonstators blocked a number of roads 
with barriers of blazing tires but later dis- 
persed. 

At the Iraqi embassy here, a security man 
at a first floor balcony trained a rocket 
launcher at the entrance to die embassy com- 
pound. 

Heavily-armed guards festooned with 
bandoliers of spare ammunition patrolled the 
embassy building and the reception desk was 
manned by an embassy member dressed in 
battle fatigues, a fcalashnikov assault rifle at 
the ready. 

Monday, two bomb explosions npped 
through the Iraqi Commerdal Center and the 
office of Iraqi's state-run airways but there 
were no casualties. 

Responsibility for the blast was daimed by 
an organization which called itself “Iraqi 
Mujahidden’*.

Begin agrees to talk fast on self-rule 


WASHINGTON. April 15 (R) — Israeli 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin was to meet 
President Jimmy Carter Tuesday after agre- 
eing to a U.S. proposal to speed up negotia- 
tions with Egypt on Palestinian self-rule. 

Begin arrived from Israel Monday a week 
after Carter held separate talks on the issue 
with Egyptian President Anwar Sadat. 

The prime minister said on arrival that 
Israel would do its best to speed up the talks 
and bring about an autonomy accord by the 
May 26 target set by Israel and Egypt. 

But he left undear whether Israel was pre- 
pared to make concessions on any of the sub- 
stantive issues. 

Begin said Israel would not interfere in the 
daily affairs of the Palestinians on the Jordan 
West Bank and in Gaza but would assure its 
own security. 

The main obstacle in the talks has been a 
dispute over what constitutes Israer s legiti- 
mate security needs.

20 Tolbert 
inen arrested 

in Monrovia 

MONROVIA. April 15 (R) - Liberia’s 
new leaders have arrested another 20 offi- 
cials and cabinet ministers from overthrown 
President William Tolbert's administration 
on charges of treason, corruption, and hu man 
rigbi5 violation. 

Informed sources said several other former 
officials have appeared Monday before a spe- 
cial six-man tribunal. 

President Tolbert was (tilled in Saturday's 
•coup, which was led by army master Sergeant 
Samuel Doe, who has pledged to build a soci- 
ety based on justice and human dignity. 

"We know we cannot do everything for the 
people at all times, but the people expect the 
government to do its best for them,” he said 
in a radio broadcast. 

The country's borders and airports 
remained dosed, and only a few shops and 
businesses were open Monday despite the 
new government’s appeals for a resumption 
of normal work. 

The new government said the 20 arrested 
Monday included former cabinet ministers. 

Among those detained were former Plan- 
ning and Economic Affairs Minister Frank ti 
Neal, former Finance Minister and Air 
Liberia Chairman James Filip Jr.. Secretary 
-of the Treasury Charles Sherma and budget 
director Frank Stewart. 

Two days ago some of the detained officials 
were stripped and paraded naked before a 
jeering crowd, but Monday night master 
Sergeant Doe said such displays were prohi- 
bited. 

Three former members of the Tolbert 
cabinet have been given posts in the new 
administration, and a people's redemption 
council has been formed to act as a legislative 
body. 

In Washington U.S. State Department 
spokesman Hod ding Carter said the United 
States regretted the death of President Tol- 
bert in the coup, and added that the U.S. had 
urged the new government to avoid policies 
of revenge. 


agreement to isolate the security issue in a 
separate negotiating committee on the 
grounds that it was complicating every other 
question.

Egypt wants it tu 
have legislative powers while Israel refuses, 
out of fear this might lead to creation of a 
Palestinian state.

Tuesday morning, hold a second session in 
the afternoon, and exchange toasts at a state 
dinner Tuesday night. 

Sadat agreed last week to hold intensified, 
non-stop ministerial talks in Washington 
beginning in the week of April 28. 


Begin indicated Monday that he accepted 
the date but not necessarily the place w hen he 
said the site would have to be clarified during 
the White House talks. 

Israeli cabinet members have objected to 
the absence or leading ministers from Israel 
for up tii six weeks and instead were said in 
favor alternating the talks between Washing- 
ton. Jerusalem and Cairo. 

Egypt, Israel border 
opens for car travel 

TEL AVIV, April 1 5 ( R) — Israelis and 
Egyptians can drive their own cars to each 
other’s country from Tuesday, the transport 
ministry announced. 

Israelis with tourist visas, international 
driving licenses and valid insurance certifi- 
cates can cross the border point at El Arish in 
northern Sinai and will be given temporary 
Egyptian license plates.

Tension prevails in S. Lebanon 


TEL AVIV, April 1 5 (R) — Tension was 
still high in embattled south Lebanon Tues- 
day as U.N. troops repaired damage after 
bloody weekend fighting and accused mainly 
Christian militias of hampering peacekeeping 
efforts. 

The area was quiet following Saturday's 
dash between Irish U.N. forces and militias 
headed by former Lebanese Army Maj. Saad 
Haddad in which one soldier from the inter- 
national force, one Christian militiaman and 
two Muslim villagers were killed. 

A spokesman for UNIFIL — (United 
Nations Interim Forces in Lebanon) told 
Reuters the force's engineering corps were 
busy mending the heavy damage caused by an 
intense militia artillery barrage. 

He said UNIFIL’s helicopter fleer of four 
aircraft was severely damaged by the explod- 
ing shells .A maintenance hangar. 80 per cent 
of the helicopter spare parts stock and 15 
buildings were demolished, he said. 

“But what's worse is that our communica- 
tions and observation equipment were 


severely damaged." he said. 

“This has crippled our capability to make 
sure that peace is restored to the area.” 

A senior Isreli officer has been mediating 
between the two sides as reconciliation 
efforts continued. 

UN IF! L was assigned to the region follow- 
ing a massive Israeli invasion in March. 1978 
to stamp out Palestinian commandos. 

Maj. Haddad has said the U.N. was incap- 
able of preventing commando attacks. 

The U.N. spokesman scoffed at militia 
claims Monday that members of the Irish 
UJ4. battalion had withdrawn from Al-Tiri 
village, scene of Saturday' s dash, for fear of 
revenge for the killing of the two locals. 

“Have you ever seen or heard of Irish run- 
ning in fear? “he asked. 

He charged that continued harassment of 
UNIFIL men by the militias severly ham- 
pered efforts to fulfill its mandate preventing 
armed forces from entering the area and 
restoring the Lebanese government’s control 
in the south. 


Soviets fight a Vietnam-like 6 quagmire’ 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (AFP) - The 
Soviet Red Army is getting itself ever more 
deeply entangled in the Afghan quagmire 
and is confronted by growing difficulties simi- 
lar to those once experienced by the United 
States in Vietnam, U.S. officials believe. 

Striking a parallel with the Vietnam war, 
U.S. Deputy Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher said, that Soviet generals had 
been forced to boost their presence in 
Afghanistan to 1 10,000 men. 

The recent dispatch to Afghanistan of 
30,000 troops — stationed over the past few 
weeks just over the border — seemed to con- 
firm U.S. defense reports which indicated 
that the Red Army had underestimated the 
Afghan nationalist reaction. 

The Soviet military staff in Kabul is con- 
fronted by the population's hostility, com- 
mando skirmishes, and the complete disloca- 
tion of the Afghan Army, reports indicated. 
“The difficulty' using the Afghan Army is, I 
would say, the mainly preoccupation of the 
Soviets at the present time”. Christopher 


added. 

The Afghan Army which numbered 
90,000 men last year never got over the 
humiliation it suffered at the hands of its 
Soviet* protectors”, he said- 

Dislocation has decimated Afghan Army 
ranks and cut the number of troops left to 
feweT than 30,000. U.S. reports indicated. 

The Soviet general staff in Kabul at first 
hoped to use Afghan troops against the free- 
dom fighters in their mountain strongholds 
near the Pakistani border, but Soviet officers 
are now extremely wary of their allies, 
reports said. 

A number of Afghan units recently refused 
to hand in their arms and even fired on Soviet 
soldiers, Washington sources said. And 
information from Pakistan indicated there 
might be an ongoing purge of senior Afghan 
officers. 

The Afghan Army’s dislocation has made 
the Soviet task aB the more difficult/Tf s like 
American forces in Vietnam. Wc took Ham- 
burger Hill, but two days after we left the 


opposition had retaken control” a U.S. milit- 
ary expert said. 

“The Soviets, I am sure, have been 
extremely surprised at the tenacity and the 
courage of the Afghan freedom fighters'*.

Afghan commando resistance, instead of 
weakening since snow first started to melL 
has in fact gained in strength — and it is now 
expected that the Soviets will have to send 
even more troops to control the country, 
defense sources said.

Israel blocks 
W. Bank vote 

TEL AVIV. April 15 JAP) - Israels 
military government in the occupied West 
Bank has postponed Palestinian municipal 
elections that were to have been held this 
month, a military spokesman said. 

Municipal elections were held in the West 
Bank in 1 972 and 1 97b as required by Jorda- 
nian statutes observed in the territory 
occupied by Israel since the 1967 Midcast 
war. 

The military government spokesman said 
the elections were postponed “until a new 
announcement. 1 ' 

According to the law. the military 
authorities must set an election date three 
months in advance. But the Israeli occupa- 
tion authorities decided separate municipal 
elections. At rhe same time they hope to 
sponsor elections of a Palestinian autonom- 
ous council. 

Rumors of the postponement have 
appeared in the Israeli press for several 
months as Israeli and Egyptian negotiators 
have failed to make progress in the autonomy 
negotiations, which were to be completed 
next month. 

“We don’t think there is any purpose in 
holding two elections when there are sup- 
• posed to be elections for the autonomy.” said 
spokesman Yishai Cohen. 

The 1.5 million Palestinians in the 
occupied territories have rejected the auton- 
omy idea. The negotiations, which face a May 
26 target dale for completion, have produced 
little progress in narrowing wide gups bet- 
ween Egyptian and Israeli interpretations of 
the Camp David accords.

Although much has been written about 
women’s libraries, not much has been done in 
this respect except by the Riyadh University 
and, lately, by the Women’s Charitable Soci- 
ety of Riyadh.

In 
asking this we do not demand something 
against our faith and traditions; we simply 
want libraries for our spiritual feeding. I am 
convinced that libraries will provide a meet- 
ing place for students to exchange views and 
to utilize leisure time in the pursuit of know- 
ledge. In this way. we can produce a genera- 
tion of educated and cultured women capable 


of b ringing up men for a radiant future. 

It is no justification to say that we have not 
sufficient number of women in a town to open 
a library. In my limited drde. I know many 
who crave for knowledge, but their dream 
remains unfulfilled despite the great educa- 
tional and cultural renaissance in our coun- 

fry- 

Moreover, wfc don't lag behind our young 
men in our love for knowledge. A peep into 
the annual statistics is suffident to show that 
girl students have been more successful than 
their counterparts in every home. Does it not 
falsify the charge of some people that a 
woman is only concerned with a cozy villa and 
a handsome husband? 

I don’t deny some of us have ha a the 
opportunity to shine on the literary horizon; 
but they can be counted on fingers. The rest, 
and they are many of course, are awaiting 
your kind atteution. I reiterate, it is not 
impossible to fulfill this yearning. But how 
long it will take, I have no answer.

Chatti condemns 
Israeli attacks

The Saudi Arabian proposal also calls for 
coordination in contracting with the teaching 
staff, and exchange of staff between the 
Kingdom’s universities and the university of 

the UAE under the visiting professors' prog- 
ram for this year.

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Finance minister defines strateg y 

[Economic expansion explained 
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By a Staff Writer 

JEDDAH, April 15 — Sheikh Muhammad 
Aba A1 Khail said the aim of government 
spending during the past five years was not 
only to provide funds for housing, but to 
involve the private sector and individual 
investors in joint ventures. 

During a televised talk Monday night, the 
Finance and National Economy Minister said 
that in the ffrst year of operation, the Real 
Estate Development Fund gave loans total- 
ling SR 8 billion. This helped build 41,000 
bouses and last year* s loans, of SR3 1 billion 
went to the construction of 143.000 dwel- 
lings. He said this is in addition to loans 
amounting to SR2 billion for investment in 
apartment buildings, housing commer- 
cial complexes. 

The government, by means of the Indus- 
trial Development Fund, gave loans totalling 
SR5-5 billion to set up 467 different indus- 
trial plants and factories to meet local 
demand for goods. 

A program establishing companies to pro- 
vide electrical generating plants cost the gov- 
ernment SRI 6-5 billion. The program com- 
promised 255 projects and loans are still 
being sought and given. 

More than one hundred thousand loans 
amounting to SR2.5 billion were given to 
farmers and in die form of farming subsidies. 

Daring the last five years the government 
gave loans to persons wishing to build and 
manage private hospitals. These amounted to 
SRI 69 million for 14 hospitals with a total 
capacity of 1400 beds. 

At the same time the government spent 
more than SRI billion in loans to hotel com- 
panies thereby helping to set op 44 hotels 
with a capacity of 9000 rooms.

Individuals in distress and wishing to bor- 
row small amounts of money to get married 
can borrow money on easy terms — interest 
free — from the Saudi Credit Bank which has 
so far given loans amounting to SR400 mil- 
lion to 72,000 applicants. 

Because of the shortage of bakeries and the 
rising demand for bread, the government 
offered bakers money to build automatic 
plants andin this way spent SRI 83 million for 
42 bakeries. Similarly those wishing to build 
cold stores to preserve foodstuffs were able to 
borrow SR200 million during the current 
year. 

Another program was set up to help tech- 
nical institute dropouts deriding to strike on 
their own, rather than become employees. 
Thus electricians, plumbers and other techni- 
cians have been given loans to open their own 
shops. SR 50 milli on was set aside for this 
purpose.

The government created joint companies 
to encourage individuals to invest in them, 
make a profit and learn to save. These include 
the Saudi Hotels and Resort Areas Corpora- 
tion with a capital of SR500 million and 
13000 shareholders, a shipping company 
with a capital of SR500 million and 13000 
shareholders — in addition to government 
participation. 

The Saudi Real Estate Company was 
formed to invest in real estate development 
on a large scale. It has a capital of SR600 
million. SAPTCO, the Saudi Public Trans- 
port Company has 34.500 shareholders in 
addition to government participation and 
that of other governmental agencies. 

Aba A1 Khail talked about the Saudization 
of foreign bank brandies in the country and 
said this was aimed at giving Saudi Arabian 


investors and shareholders a share of the pro- 
fits that the banks used to make. For this 
reason the government derided that they 
should be converted into Saudi banks owned 
principally by Saudi shareholders now’ num- 
bering 80.000. 

It was announced in Riyadh that Aha A1 
Khail was holding regular meetings with 
senior officials of die budget department to 
study results of their meetings with other 
ministries for the purposes of collecting data 
for the forthcoming budget. 

Last week the department completed 
studies of transporatiou, telecommunica- 
tions. ports and airports, education, girls’ 
education, the universities, labor and social 
welfare, health, information, agriculture and 
water, electricity and industry, public works, 
housing and municipal services.

BEIRUT, April IS (R) — Syrian President 
Hafez Assad was quoted here Tuesday as 
accusing Iraq of plotting to overthrow the 
Damascus government. 

The leftist Lebanese newspaper As -Saftr 
quoted Assad as saying ‘‘Iraqi agents’" were 
involved in a conspiracy foiled by the 
authorities and that seized documents proved 
die plotters were collaborating with Iraq.

The paper said the Syrian leader made the 
disclosure to a dosed meeting of the "Stead- 
fastness and Confrontation Front’ ' ‘summit in 
the Libyan capital of Tripoli. 

The front which is strongly opposed to the 
Camp David Middle Easr accords, groups 
Syria, Algeria, Libya. South Yemen and the 
Palesine Liberation Organization (PLO). 

Syria and Iraq are ruled by rival factions of 
the Baath Party. They had been moving 
toward a union but relations between them 
were strained after Iraq announced the dis- 
covery of a plot against President Saddam 
Hussein’s government last year. 

Initiative 

Another Lebanese newspaper An - Nohor 
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President Assad 
said Assad had criticized a united European 
initiative to help resolve the Middle East 
crisis. 

. . “A solution from Europe will not be in our 
interest until Western Europe adopts a politi- 
cal line independent of America's!' he was 
quoted as say ing 

As -Scfir quoted Libyan leader Muammar 
Qaddafi as criticizing Iraq's proposed pan- 
Arab charter and saying it had been created 
to weaken the Arabs and divide them, and to 
strengthen reactionary forces. 

The charter, proclaimed by President Sad- 
dam Hussein in February, renounces the use 
of force in resolving inter- Arab disputes and 
opposes the presence of foreign bases or 
troops on Arab soil. 


PLO state 
a disaster, 
Kissinger 
claims 

TEL AVIV, April 15 (R) - Former 
U.S. Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
was quoted Tuesday as saying he believed 
a Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) state would be disastrous. 

The Jerusalem Post ’s Washington cor- 
respondent said Kissinger told a dinner of 
the America Committee of Israer s Wciz- 
mann Institute of Science last Saturday 
the Middle East did not need another rad- 
ical state. 

The Post said it had received extensive 
details of Kissinger’s speech. 

“I believe a PLO state would be a disas- 
ter. The Middle East does not need 
another radical state,” it quoted him as 
saying. 

It said Kissinger also called for a new 
definition of the 1978 Camp David 
accords to more forcefully preclude the 
development of an independent Palesti- 
nian state. 

If the Palestine autonomy negotiations 
went forward Israel would inevitably find 
itself facing demand after demand and its 
negotiating position would continue to get 
worse, Kissinger was quoted as saying.

As proof, three happy men expect to subm- 
erge from a thick-walled high-pressure 
umber at Duke Medical Center here after 
•ending 27 days making the world 1 s deepest 
mulated dive.

In real-life deep dives, divers are often 
wered in small tanks so they can gradually 
A used to greater pressure.

-dented depths, probably well below 2,000 
el. 

H.G. Delaize, president of Comex, a noted 
tench diving firm, has wired Bennet and his 
vers congratulations on their “ step toward 
* riches of the underwater world. " 

Six years ago, a Comex crew descended to 
000 feet in a Marseilles chamber. But the 
vers were so sick — tired, nauseated, their 
•ads shaking — they could do little effective 
ork. 

Divers’ steady hands, nor just machines or 
'e mechanical arms of small submarines, are 
-eded for much fine work required for 
•Stalling or maintaining offshore ofl rigs or 
wig other undersea tasks. 

In the world of fw-an exploration, studies 
pressurized tanks have steadily lowered 
orlting depth. 

A British anesthesiologist. Bennet came to 
uke in 1 972. He directs a combined deep- 
a. high-altitude research center, with a 


increased enough to “ lower " them to 1 ,841 
feet. Then, stage by stage, they were lowered 
to 2.004, then 2,132 feet — 650 meters. 

They stayed at the record depth for 24 
hours, doing mechanical and mental tasks 
and reporting that they felt “ Fine. ” Then on 
March 1 5 the gradual decompression began 
to bring them back to the “ surface ” safely. 

Only one diver, the 40-year-old Shelton, 
experienced any untoward effect at the max- 
imum depth, for a time feeling that he 
couldn't breathe enough air. But be worked 
well, and lung function tests showed he was 
getting ample air. 

“ I think he's gotten just a little old for this 
work, " said Benett, who is 48. 

Old or not, Shelton looked healthy last 
week as he moved around a decompression 
tank, larger than the deep-diving chambers. 

For a brief period, two of the divers felt 
some leg pain. Bennett recognized this as a 
signal that the bends were beginning to 
develop and temporarily returned the divers 
to a slightly deeper level. This is a common 
event as divers are decompressed. 

In the future, Bennett predicted, “ I think 
you could get down to 1 ,500 feet in 12 hours. 
I think you could spend two or three days at 
around 2.000 feet. Then I think you could get 
out of a decompression chamber after seven 
or eight days. ” 

AU this, said a telegram from Dr. Jeff 
Davis, president of the Underseas Medical 
Society, “ Is comparable to the landing of the 
first astronauts on ihe moon. ” 

“ Your efforts, " wired Ocean Engineering 
of Houston, ’ ‘ will open the door to vast areas 
of the ocean which were previously unavail- 
able." 
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Jordanian 
pastes life 
withstamps

JEDDAH, April 15 — Passing through 
Jeddah from Jordan last week was a man with 
a very creative and unusual hobby. Many 
people collect stamps. Muhammad Ali 
Zou’bi designs them. f 

Zou'bi is a large, broad man who com- 
pletely fills an average doorway. He looks 
somewhat older than his thirty-three years 
and this he ascribes to “hard work and 
worry.” He is, nevertheless, cheerful and 

optimistic. 

He was born in Ramtha, Jordan, the last of 
the fourteen children of his farmer father, 
who died in 1979 at the ripe old age of a 
century and a quarter. Zou'bi himself has 
four children and his oldest brother is eighty. 
ZoiTbTsprofession is electronics. After train- 
ing in a Technical College in Irbid, near the 
beautifully preserved ancient city of Jarash 
(whose pristine symmetries may well have 
influenced his developing interests) . he went 
to work in the Audio Visual Center in 
Amman. Here his talent for design and paint- 
ing made itself apparent. In 1970 he went to 
Germany on a scholarship to specialize in 
radio ami television technology. 

In 1 970. also, his designs were noticed by 
the government of Jordan and he was com- 
missioned to design several sets of postage 
stamps. In the same year, he produced a set 
for Kuwait He lias now designed scores of 
stamps. One of his favorite sets is the one he 
produced for the Silver Jubilee of the acces- 
sion of King Hussein. All his stamps, which 
are printed in England, show extraordinary 
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this part of the world,” he said, “and Arab 
governments should forward this tendency by 
encouraging and patronizing creative artists. 
Creative work is a necessary relaxation from 
the routines of daily life.” 

Zou’bi has illustrated textbooks for the 
Ministry of Education in Saudi Arabia. On 
the question of the representation of living 
things. Zou’bi, a Muslim, explained that it is 
the purpose of the representation that deter- 
mines its legality. “Carved symbols, which

detail and an excellent eye for rolor. 

Zou’ bi has travelled a great deal in Europe, 
the United States and in the Arab world. He 
has an open immigration visa to America 
under the Scientists and Artists Program but 
he prefers to remain among the Arabs. “The 
visual Arts are begi nning to be appreciated in

cast shadows, for example, are not lawful, 
because they could be used as idols and are 
being used as such in some pans of the world. 
Pictures for the education of children are 
wholesome because they lead to enlighten- 
ment. Stamps can be illustrative of a good 
culture and are therefore positively useful, 
not harmful. For my part. I would never 
accept commissions to design advertisements 
for unlawful things.” 

This year, Zou'bi won a prize offered by 
UNESCO for a Calendar illustrating world 
science and technology. He has been discus- 
sing in Jeddah the possibility of setting up an 
exhibition of Koranic history to celebrate the 
fourteenth century of Islam. At the same 
time, he has designed banknotes showing the 
cave in which the Prophet contemplated his 
Mission, the Ka’aba, the Beit UUah and the 
Dome of the Rock. These designs, together 
with designs for coins are to be submitted in 
the competition sponsored by the Islamic 
Conference. 

Zou'bfs skills extend to the design and 
execution of intricately engraved brass 
plates, the creation of logos for commercial 
companies, the painting of huge murals, silk 
screen printing and so on. The range of his 
competence is rare and would be exceptional 
even in a full-time professional.

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ZIONIST PROPAGANDA 


One has to admit that the campaign waged by the Zionists 
and their allies in the Western media has scored some consid- 
erable successes. Witness such films as The Pirate or. more 
' recently, the furor caused by the British TV film. Death of a 
Princess, shown on London television and due to be screened 
elsewhere in Europe. The question this raises is how the Arab 
(and Islamic) side is to react, given the certainty that the 
campaign will continue. 

The Arab and Muslim worlds have for a long time been 
trying to establish a cultural and political dialogue with West- 
ern Europe. And this, given the old history of mutual suspi- 
cion, has not been an easy task. Sometimes, as at present, 
Arabs and Muslims feel their efforts rebuffed, with Europe all 
too easily reverting to older positions. 

Arabs and Muslims have always been respectful of the 
freedom of others; they have sought to understand the culture 
of the West rather than merely sit in judgment over it. Yet 
they have also come to realize that the West is not always 
-■rady to grant them the same courtesy. The Arabs respect the 
. /esf s freedom; but they also know that freedom is limited. It 
ought to extend to that point at which the freedom of the other 
"egins. Otherwise, freedom turns into injustice; or into a 
•imple assertion of superiority over the other. 

One aspect of the problem is the entrenchment of the 
Zionists and their allies in the Westeni media, which hampers 
any Arab efforts to put the Arab and Islamic point of view 
across. But it has to be admitted that the effectiveness of the 
Zionists is directly proportional to the ineffectiveness of the 
Arab side in this respect. There was a great deal of talk about 
an effort to consider the harmful effects of Zionist propaganda 
in the West. But little action has resulted.

ABIDJAN. Ivory Coast — . 

President William Tolbert of Liberia, toppled 
and shot dead by army rebels Saturday, was one of 
the wealthiest businessmen in the country. 

The coup can be seen almost exclusively in terms 
of the gap between rich and poor which, even more 
than religious differences still divides many African 


countries. 


President Tolbert was a representative of the 
elite settler community, the 45,000 descendants of 
freed African slaves who went to Liberia in the 
early 19th century and founded Africa’s oldest 
republic in IS47. 


The settlers have dominated the 1.6 million indi- 
genous Africans, known locally as the - country 
people.” 

Through their true Whig Party, which ruled 
Liberia continously for more than a century, they 
retained ail the levers of power. 

Restriction of the vote to property- owners left 
most of the indigenous population unfranchised 
although, ironically, a bill to introduce universal 
adult suffarage was passed only days before the 
coup. 

The system of "haves” and "have-nots" 


extended to the army. The settlers formed the 
officer corps while the indigenous Africans seldom 
rose higher than the non- commissioned ranks. 

’ The coup was led by non-commissioned officers 
and the dear indication was that they represented 
the interests of the country people. 

One of the first acts of the new government, 
which calk itself the People's Redemption Council, 
was to raise salaries for privates in the armed forces 
to a mini mum of $ 250 a month. 

The new government freed members of the Prog- 
ressive People's Party (PPP) which was legally 
registered in December with the aim of creating a 
more egalitarian society. The parry was banned last 
month after PPP leader Gabriel Baccus Matthews 
called unsuccessfully for a general strike to bring 
down the government. 

The 31 -year-old Matthews, who would have 
stood trial on charges of treason and sedition, has 
been appointed foreign minister. 

Master Serge nt Samuel Doe's coup was reminis- 
cent of the revolt which swept Flight Lt. Jerry Rawl- 
ings to power in Ghana last June. 

Rawlings, who handed power voluntarily to an 
elected civilian government last September, rep- 
resented the aspirations of the lower ranks and the 
Ghanaian poor, reduced to misery after seven years 
of corrupt military government. 


His government executed three former heads of 
state. 

Sources dose to Rawlings said in February that 
he had contacts with elements of the Liberian 
opposition to President Tolbert, and had even been 
invited to Liberia to give political talks. 

Rawlings had no formulated left-wing ideology, 
beyond a straightforward desire to help the poor. 
He also had no special love for the Communist 
world, which he described as "the Eastern half." 


First indications in Liberia were that Sergeant 
Doe. the new head of state, also lacked any doc- 
trinaire ideology. 

In Washington, with which Liberia has always 
had dose tics, the State Department reported that 
the new leaders wanted to remain on friendly terms 
with the United States. 


Soviet involvement in West Africa is minimal. 
African approval of Soviet backing for liberation 
movements on the continent is often counter bal- 
anced by distaste for various trade and fishing deals 
which have evidently favored Moscow- rather than 
its African partners.

The Soviet advance into Argentina

BUENOS AIRES — 
Argentina, struggling to dean its image as the 
worst human rights violater in Latin America, is 
wrestling with the problem of standing ideologically 
by its Western allies while taking full advantage of 
the windfall that is the Soviet Union's increasing 
need for food imports. 

The problem has been reflected internally by 
unending bickering between right-wing groups 
which argue that Argentina should resist the temp- 
tation of trade with the Soviet Union and support 
traditional allies in slowing the spread of Commun- 
ism and the supporters of the modest economic 
mirade attributed to Economy Minister Jose Mar- 
tinez de Hoz, among whose achievements is that he 
has brought down inflation from near 800 per oent 
in March 1 976 to an estimated 75 per cent this year. 
President Jorge Videla's military regime marked 
the start of its fifth year in office on March 24 
celebrating the defeat of inflation and of the guer- 
rilla groups, though the voices that once lashed out 
at Communist infiltration have been respectfully 
muted. The Soviet Union's invasion of Afghanistan 
was reproached as an undesireable intervention by 
one country in the internal affairs of another. 

The Soviet Union has refrained from criticizing 
Argentina's appalling human rights record — rep- 
resented by the fact that over 1 5,000 people “dis- 
appeared” at the hands of the security forces in the 
first three and a half years of the regime. 

The beoefit of such politeness is to be found in the 
figures. 


Argentina imported from the Soviet Union goods 
worth 12 million sterling in 1978 and 16 million 
sterling in 1 979. Argentine exports to Russia were 
242 million sterling in 1 978 and 207 million sterling 
in 1 979. Trade volume totaled 1 5 million sterling in 
1972. The figures are far more favorable than in the 
trade with the United Kingdom. Argentina, which 
one historian called a “cornerstone of the British 
economy between I860 and 1914,” sold 145 mil- 
lion sterling worth of goods to Britain in 1979 and 
imported 128 million sterling worth. The Soviet 
trade figures even compare favorably with Argen- 
tina’s exchange with the EEC Between January 
and September ] 979 Argentina imported 716 mil- 
lion sterling worth of common Market goods and in 
those nine months exported 967 million sterling in 
Argentina products to the Nine. 


So it is understandable that when President 
Jimmy Carter sent Gen. An drcw Good paster to try 
to convince feQow generals in Argentina not to seU 
grain to Russia, he received an unconditional prom- 
ise of ideological support from President Videla bur 
□o commitment on trade. 


In fact the International Wheat Council market 
report up to March 10 said there were reports, on 
the freight market of extensive chartering of ton- 
nage by the Soviet Union on routes from Argentina, 
as well as Australia. 


While a possible visit by Videla to Moscow this 
year has been denied, a visit by the Argentine fore- 
ign minister, Carlos Washington Pastor, has been 
planned for some time. Last year a Soviet military 
mission visited Argentina, and an Argentine armed 


forces team made the first visit of its kind to Russia. 
It is a great change from the time two years ago 
when Argentine naval patrol boats fired on Russian 
trawlers. 

As a result of this Soviet advance into Argentina 
— which has also benefited Communist Party 
entrepreneurs in Buenos Aires with good commis- 
sions — the Carter administration has been review- 
ing its approach to Videla's regime, which was so 
harshly criticized by Washington on the human 
rights issue eariy in 1977, 

The State Department recently issued a report 
which, though still unfavorable to Argentina on 
human rights, found that only about a dozen sus- 
pected left-wing critics of the government had dis- 
appeared since last July, which was a substantia] 
improvement. Still to be digested by Argentina and 
the U.S. is a 400-page report by an Organization of 
American States committee on human rights viola- 
tions in Argentina. However, Videla said recently 
that he saw no reason why his government should 
apologize or explain its action to defeat its enemies. 

The reason for the U.S. review of its policy 
toward Argentina — which at one time included a 
suspension of arms aid — is not only to counter the 
rebellion that led to increased trade with the Soviet 
Union, but also in an effort to regain control of the 
arms and particularly the nuclear mark in Argen- 
tina. 

Argentina recently completed a new agreement 
on transfer of nudear technology with West Ger- 
many. The country’s first commercial reactor, 
installed by the German Siemens Company, started 
supplies in 1974. A second reactor is under con- 


struction using Canadian technology. 

The U.S. objected when Argentina contracted a 
third reactor with West Germany using heavy water 
to be provided by 3 plant built in Buenos Aires by a 
Swiss company. The U.S. describes heavy water 
production as a sensitive area in the nuclear prog- 


ram. 


The U.S. put pressure on West Germany to 
demand safety inspections and a commitment by 
Argentina that tile technology would nut be used, at 
some future date, for the manufacture of nudear 
weapons. 


Argentina's Atomic Energy Commission 
accepted the conditions for international inspec- 
tions of the reacor to be built, but refused to enter a 
commitment under which Argentine would not use 
atomic facilities to develop weapons. 

West Germany, at this point, rejected U.S. pres- 
sure and has agreed to supply a Krafcwerke Union 
reactor to Argentina. This makes West Germany 
the principal nuclear energy supplier in South 
America.

WASHINGTON. Pennsylvania, April 15 
(Agencies) — U.S. Vice President Walter 
Mondale has said that the U.S. government 
believes it has agreements from over 50 coun- 
tries to join in a boycott of the Moscow 
Olympics. 

‘Tm not going to announce those coun- 
tries. But we think we’ll underline very sub- 
stantially ... the effectiveness of the Moscow 
Olympics,” he said Monday. 

About the agreements to boycott the 
Olympics, Mondale said, “Thaf s a tremend- 
ous blow.” _ . 

Campaigning on behalf of U.S. President 
Timmy Carter, Mondale called the games “in 
many ways ... the most significant event in 
Soviet life since the end of World War IL" 

So Far. 13 other nations officially have said 
their athletes won' t be in Moscow. Until now, 
50 has been a target figure for an effective 
boycott Carter called for the protest after the 
Soviet Union sent its troops into neighboring 
Afghanistan. 

•*I think you'll see very shortly a very 
strong and growing support to boycott the 
Olympics around the world. We think we 
now have over 50 nations that have either 
publicly or privately said they are going to 
join with us ” the vice president said at a news 
conference. 

On Tuesday Foreign Minister Saburo 
Okita said Japan would boycott the Olympic 
games this summer unless the Soviets 
immediately move to withdraw troops from 
Afghanistan. 

Okita told a Diet (parliament) session,” if s 
not advisable diplomatically for Japanese 
athletes to participate either in an individual 
capacity or as Japan's representatives from 
the Japan Olympic Committee (JOO” 

On Feb. 1 the government issued a state- 
ment protesting the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan and stating that “it would be 
undesirable for the JOC to send a team to 
Moscow.” 

The JOC has stated that it will not make a 
final decision until the May 24 entry dead- 
line. But amateur athletic circles viewed 
Okita’s statement as an indication the gov- 
ernment will apply increased pressure on the 
JOC to join the U.S.-led boycott movement. 

“Sports should not be mixed with politics, 
but the reality is that international politics are

involved,” Okita said. “A quick withdrawal 
of the Soviet troops from Afghanistan is the 
vital, -singe key to resolving the issue.” 

1 A government official said Okita, Educa- 
tion Minister Serrichi Tanigaki and Chief 
Cabinet Secretary Masayoshi Ito will meet 
on April 23 to consolidate the government 
position before Prime Minister Masayoshi 
Ohira leaves on April 30 for summit talks in 
Washington with Carter. 

U.S. State Department officials were 
dearly buoyed Monday by the U.S. Olympic 
Committee’s House of Delegates vote at the 
weekend to back Carter’s call for a boycott 
over Soviet intervention. 

But they would not go so Car as to join 
speculation that international Olympic offi- 
cials might move to cancel the games. 

“I don’t think the International Olympic 
Committee would do it at this point,” one 
official said. 

U.S. officials said they expected several 
major allies to join Carter’s boycott but said 
final decisions were unlikely to be taken until 
nearer the May 24 deadline for nomination of 
Olympic teams. 

The vote by the U.S. committee’s delegates 
was a big victory for Carter, who had said 
beforehand that the boycott had become a 
matter of national security. 

Administration officials said they thought 
the margin of the Olympic committee vote — 
1 ,604 for a boycott and 797 against — would 
be an important factor in influencing other 
Olympics groups to follow the American 
action. 

They said they saw virtually no chance that 
American athletes might try to go to the 
Olympics as individuals. International rules 
require that entries be teams. 

Officials said the vote spoke for itself and 
that the administration planned no new 
moves to encourage favorable actions in 
other nations. 

“We ought to be able to have what is a 
major slice out of the competitive nations 
participating with us in a boycott,” one U.S. 
official said. 

Formal positions are expected to be taken 
in the next two weeks by die governments of 
Canada, Australia, Norway and Switzerland, 
among others. 


Critic of Western reporting 
to head U.N. news meeting 


PARIS. April 15 (AP) — Tunisia’s Mus- 
tapha Masmoudi. the “godfather” of a 
Third World campaign to overhaul interna- 
tional news distribution, has been elected 
president of the politically sensitive 
UNESCO Conference on Development of 
Global Communications. 

Masmoudi, an outspoken critic of the West- 
ern press, was nominated by the group of 77 
non-aligned nations and, despite some pri- 
vate Western opposition, was unanimously 
approved by the UNESCO member govern- 
ments attending the conference. 

The week-long meeting marks a significant 
step in die UJM. Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization's multi-faceted cam- 
paign fora “ new world information order. ” 

For the first time, UNESCO’s 146 member 
nations are to plan concrete financial and 
practical assistance to redress what many 
development nations claim is the Westfs 
“ colonialist ” domination of international 
news and communications. 

UNESCO Director-General Madou Mab- 
ter M’bow of Senegal opened the conference 
ivith an appeal for an international consensus 
on the establishment of some form of new 
" mechanism. " possibly undeT UNESCO 
auspices, to coordinate and manage com- 
munications assistance programs. 

** The developing countries, who were the 
first to rise up against the imbalances existing 
in the communications field, 1 now have the 
opportunity to set forth their ideas, their 
problems and ihe nature of their needs, and to 
indicate the measures which appear to them 
the most appropriate to remedy the situa- 
tion." M’bow said. 

The meeting’s major points of contention 
appeared to be what form that “ mechan- 
ism ” would take and how deep would be the 
involvement of UNESCO in helping 
developing nations develop their own news 
agencies, satellite links and other communi- 
cations capabilities. 

The United States and some other Western 
nations are opposed to making U NESCO the 
overseer of development projects and sole 
conduit for financial assistance. Some Euro- 
pean sources said their countries are opposed 


to giving any money to UNESCO for com- 
munications until a satisfactory mechanism is 
in place, funded at the outset from 
UNESCO’s regular budget. 

A UNESCO working paper for the confer- 
ence sets forth several possible models, 
mostly all providing for a greater UNESCO 
role in communications development, some- 
times in conjunction with such U.N. agencies 
as die Geneva-based International Tele- 
communications Union. 

The recommendations of this meeting will 
be taken up at the biannual general confer- 
ence of UNESCO’s 146 member nations, to 
be held this fall in Belgrade. 

That conference is expected to be domi- 
nated by mass media and communications 
issues, with, another political battle possible 
over the recommendations of a two-year 
study of global communications made by a 
UNESCO-created commission chaired by 
veteran Irish diplomat Sean Macbride. 

At the last general conference, at 
UNESCO’s Paris headquarters in 1978, 
Western opposition to UNESCO’s mass 
media initiatives reached a dimax over a 
Soviet- sponsored draft dedaration outlining 
duties and responsibilities for journalists. 
After complex negotiating, a unanimously 
accepted document was hammered out. 

Mbow recalled Monday that the final 
dedaration was based on the principles of 
“ liberty, justice and responsibility... plurality 
of sources of information, a balanced and 
reciprocal flow of news, and respect for all 
human rights as the necessary condition for 
the free flow of information. ” 

Masmoudi was the chief spokesman for the 
non-aligned group in the fight over the decla- 
ration. The Tunisian permanent representa- 
tive to UNESCO also pressed his call for a 
new world information order as one of the 16 
members of the Macbride commission, lead- 
ing Macbride to call him publidy its “ god- 
father." 

Though the conference was designed to be 
technical in nature, several nations sent 
high-level delegations in acknowledgement 
of the growing political importance of the 
communications issues being raised at 
UNESCO and the United Nations.

The sources said meeting between Deputy 
Foreign Minister Ricardo Alarcon of Cuba 
and Lecaros bad failed to resolve the dispute. 

In Washington, White House Press Secret- 
ary Jody Powell announced the United States 
would accept up to 3.500 Cubans from the 
Peruvian embassy and called on the Cuban 
government to permit a "safe and peaceful' 
exodus from Cuba. He welcomed Costa Ri- 
ca's offer to serve as a staging area for 
refugees going on to other countries. 

Meanwhile, leaders of the airlift to evacu- 
ate the Cubans from Havana to San Jose said 
they were still awaiting word from the gov- 
ernment of Cuban President Fidel Castro 
that it could start Costa Rica and Peru have 
planes prepared to take off as soon as Cuban 
authorities give the word.

U.S. offidals disclosed that 
former New York Governor W. Averill Har- 
riman will go to Salisbury as the personal 
representative of President Jimmy Carter for 
the independence ceremonies. 

State Department spokesman Hodding 
Carter said the United States plans .to make 
available $ 15 million in assistance to Zim- 
babwe in this fiscal year and between $ 25 
million and $ 30 mfllion in fiscal 1981. 

Carter said independent Zimbabwe will be 
a key element in the future stability and 
economic development of the entire southern 
African region. 

In addition to Harriman, the official 
American delegation to the independence 
ceremonies also will include former United 
Nations Ambassador Andrew Young, the 
sources said. 

1 Harriman, 88, a former U.S. ambassador 
to the Soviet Union, is one of the most prom- 
inent figures in American public life.

British Africa dies with Zimbabwe's birth 


JOHANNESBURG, April 15 (AP) — 
The declaration of independence of Zim- 
babwe April 1 8 will formally end the chain nf 
African nationalist movements that success- 
fully challenged Britain's 19th-century boast 
that the sun never set on its worldwide 


empire. 

Robert Mugabe’s installation as prime 
minister, under the eye of Prince Charles and 
the international community, is in keeping 
with the leadership mold cast by Kwame 
Nkrumah of Ghana in the 1 950's and fitted to 
a succession of black liberationists through- 
out British Africa. 


A seven-year guerrilla war and interna- 
tional economic sanction eventually forced 
the white minority to give way r*> M-jck- 
majority rule, making possible legal inde- 
pendence from Britain. 

Mugabe thus belatedly joins the ranks nf 
independence leaders still in power - presi- 
dents Julius Nvcrerc of Tanzania. Kenneth 
Kaunda of Zambia, Sir Seretse Khamn of 
Botswana. Hastings Banda of Malawi. Sir 
Daunda Jawara of the Gambia, and Prime 
Minister Leabue Jonathan of Lesotho. 


Many of them, considered terrorists, were 
jailed by the British crown for years during 
their political struggles, yet recognized and 
brought into the Commonwealth once they 
were elected to head independent govern- 
ments. 


Mugabe’s fight was a step removed from 
that of his colleagues. He was pined against 
the descendants of the British colonialists, 
who staged their own rebellion against Lon- 
don in 1 965 to stave off black- majority rule. 


Perhaps Africa’sgreatest nationalist. Pres- 
ident Jomo Kenya tta of Kenya, who was 
imprisoned by the British for alleged complic- 
ity in the Mau Mau violence against Euro- 
pean settlers, died two years' ago. 

Mugabe’s sweeping victory in February’s 
British-sponsored elections and his subse- 
quent effort to establish a cabinet of national 
reconciliation indicates that Zimbabwe might 
have inherited the British colonial legacy of 
internal stability under consistent leadership. 

Britain has pledged millions of pounds in 
aid to ensure that its last African colony 


remains :ts sphere of influence.

The Gold Coast, now known as Ghana, 
encouraged by the independence nf British 
colonic* in Asia, was the first .African nation 
to seize on the new circumstances and win 
independence in 1957. setting oil a chain 
reaction in the European possessions. 

Britain’s empire, once the mightiest in the 
world, has dwindled to specks like Hong 
Kong, Belize and the Falkland Islands.

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UAE refuses 
oil boycott 
of Europe 


BONN, April 15 (R) — The United Arab 
Emirates (UAE) will not join an oil embargo 
against Europe, UAE Oil Minister Mana 
Said Oteiba said Tuesday. 

Oteiba was speaking in a television inter- 
view after talks with Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt and Economics Minister Otto 
Lambsdorff on the first day of a visit to West 
Germany. 

"My country won’t take part in an 
embargo," he said. "Europe is veiy impor- 
tant to us, so we are not going to use the oil 
weapon against Europe at all." 

Oteiba said oil was discussed in purely gen- 
eral terms. A West Germany government 
spokesman dismissed as speculation the sug- 
gestion that Chancellor Schmidt would be 
asking for more UAE oil. The meetings was a 
"general talk on international topics," the 
spokesman said. 

However. Oteiba’ s four-day visit has 
added importance in view of uncertainty 
about Iran, supplies of nearly 1 1 per cent of 
West Germany’s oil needs last year. The 
UAE was West Germany’s seventh- biggest 
supplier last year, exporting 7.6 million tons. 

At a luncheon for Oteiba, Economics 
Minister Lambsdorff thanked the UAE for 
its moderate stand within the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries. 

“The Federal Republic has always fol- 
lowed your country's petroleum policy with 
dose attention and keen appreriation. based 
on a responsible attitude towards the overall 
economic implications,” Lambsdorff said. 

"I would like to express the hope that this 
policy with its regard for economic inter- 
dependence worldwide will increasingly 
guide future OPEC decision-making, in the 
interests not least of those developing nations 
not endowed with oil." 

Lambsdorff said consumer countries were 
concerned about rising prices of crude oil and 
ensuring supplies. “We are getting into 
dangerous waters when. erratic price move- 
ments and sizeable oil scarcities begin to 
make the already difficult adjustment process 
nearly impossible," he said.

Kingdom could stem impact 


ANKARA. April 1 5 ( R) — Turkey's chief 
economic planner. Turgut Oral, has left for 
Paris to attend a special “pledging session” of 
the Organization for Economic Cooperation 
on Development (OECD) on aid to Turkey. 

Oral, accompanied by Central Bank Gov- 
ernor Ismail Hakki Aydinoglu and other offi- 
cials. told reporters before leaving he is hop- 
ing for at least SI billion cash aid from the 
OECD to help to rescue Turkey’s shattered 
economy. 

Turkey, badly hit by the oil crisis since 
1 973 . needs about $4 billion cash aid this year 
to keep the economy afloat. Ozal said 
recently. 

Of this, more than $1 billion already has 
been received from the World Bank and the 
OECD in aid first pledged last year but late in 
arriving. 

Most of the rest would have to come from 
the World Bank, a planned stand-by agree- 
ment with the International Monetary' Fund 
(IMF), debt rescheduling by Western gov- 
ernments. 

After the fall erf the Ottoman Empire and 
the founding of the Turkish Republic in 
1923, the economy grew until the early 1 970. 

But the world oil crisis, coupled with a 
1971 military coup followed by more than 
two years of martial law. started an economic 
slide. 

With other energy resources long neg- 
lected and electric power plants dependent 
on oil for fuel. Turkey was forced to borrow 
to pay its oil imports. By the end of 1 977. the 
country was Si 8 billion in debt to foreign 
creditors, and the present figure is about die 
same. 

The revolution in Iran, which borders Tur- 
key, and the Soviet intervention in Afghanis- 
tan have thrown the plight onto Turkey, a 
North Atlantic Tteaty Organization {.NATO) 
member. 

Concerned by the situations in Iran and 
Afghanistan. West German Chancellor Hcl- 


mut Schmidt has been the prime mover in 
efforts to help Turkey. Bonn's finance K " 
ter Hans TTweffcr has shuttled bet 
major industrial capitals in an off on to I 
this year’ s OECD aid figure.

Mobil: Iran oil not critical 


BONN, April 15 (A?) — The chief of 
Mobil Oil company’s ' West German i 
branch says this country would face difficul- 
ties “but no real crisis" if Iran shut off the 
flow of oil here. 

But Herbert C. Lewinsky told Der Spiegel 
magazine that an American blockade of the 
Arabian Gulf would prove to be "a catas- 
trophe” for the industrial world. 

Iranian President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr 
has warned that his country will shut off oil 
deliveries to any country that joins the 
United States in economic sanctions to 
demand release of the U.S. hostages. 

West Germany receives 10 to 15 per cent 
of its oil from Iran, 

In an interview published Monday. 
Lewinsky said he thinks West Germany could 
obtain enough oil from other sources if the 


Iranians imposed an embargo. "The loss of 
Iranian oil would bring with it difficulties but 
would certainly unleash no real crisis," 
Lewinsky said. “If the Persian production 
stopped for us. then we would get oil from 
other sources." 

Lewinsky said other sources would indude 
Saudi Arabia, which would play the major 
role in offsetting the loss of Iranian pet- 
roleum. He added economic conditions in the 
West would deteriorate sharply if Alg eria 
and Libya also joined Iran. 

Asked what could happen if the United 
States imposed a blockade of the Arabian 
Guff or mined the Straits of Hormuz to pun- 
ish the Tehran government, Lewinsky 
replied: "That would be no crisis, that would 
be a catastrophe. No one can take precau- 
tions in such a case."

WASHINGTON. April 15 (WP) — Prize 
money to taling about $50,000 was paid to 
some top finishers in last year s New York 
Marathon in direct violation of amateur ath- 
letic rules. 

Bill Rodgers, who won the race sanctioned 
by the Amateur Athletic Union (AAU) for 
tile fourth consecutive year, did not accept 
the first prize money, reported to be $10,000. 
However, sources told The Washington Post 


that Rodgers received aboutS 1 0.000 guaran- 
teed expense money from race sponsors. 

Over the years, there have been many 
reports of under-the-table payments to top 
runners. This is believed to be the first 
instance in a major American race of a struc- 
tured prize money system where runners 
were paid for how they ran. not whether they 
ran. 

Some of the runners interviewed said they 


had been informed of the prize rtionev system 
by race orgainzers. Other, said they had 
heard rumors of it from other runners. 

Privately, two runners who finished amon* 
the leaders confirmed that the system exis- 
tence and that payments had been made.

CHICAGO, April 15 (AP) — If there's 
anyone who under stands the sorrow of 
American Olympic athletes this year, it's 
Lucian Rosa, a man three times denied the 
privilege to compete. 

Rosa was supposed to represent his native 
Sri Lanka in three Olympics but, each time, 
something happened. 

His most recent disappointment was four 
years ago, when the Ceylon government 
decided it’s five Olympic- bound athletes — 
one of them Rosa — would not compete in 
the Montreal Games. 

“I get tears in my eyes whenever I t h i n k 
about it 1 say to myself that I shouldn’t talk 
about it,” said Rosa, now a cross country and 
assistant track coach. 

“But when someone asks me about it, I 
can't say I don't want to talk.” 

Ceylon's 1976 boycott is still a mystery to 
Rosa, who coaches at a state university in 
Kenosha, Wisconsin. 

The government announced it was protest- 
ing against South African policies. But Rosa 
does not accept that. He says there had to be 
other reasons for keeping the athletes away. 

"The situation with Ceylon in '76 and what 
the United States has now are completely 
different,” said Rosa. He said he believes 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter must be firm in 
his stand against the Soviet Union's interven- 
tion in Afghanistan. 


But he feels it would be a mistake to deny 1 
the Olympic team members the chance to 
compete. 

“I got a terrible feeling when my coach told 
me in 1976 I wouldn’t be able to complete,” 
he recalled. "I was already in Montreal. I 
stayed in my room in the Olympic Village for 
two days and wouldn’t come out.” 

“I trained for eight years to represent my 
country. That’s all I wanted to do — repres- 
ent my country," said Rosa. "I never really 
cared about winning. I just wanted to be in 
the top six and then wrap it up.” 

The boycott was the last of a series of set- 
backs that denied Rosa his dream. 

In 1968. he qualified for his national team 

as a distance runner but was replaced 

without explanation, Rosa says — by another 
runner "at the last minute.” 

Four years later, he left the United States 
at Sri Lanka's request to take up a grueling 
training schedule in Germnay, which he said 

hurt his progress as a marathon runner and 
forced him to quit. 

He's lived in the United States since 1971, 
but was not applied for citizenship even 
though that would afford him an opportunity 
to make the U.S. Olympic squad. 

“I've thought about it. But I plan to return 
to my country someday and people would not 
understand if I went to the Olympics for the 
United States ” he said. "I have friends and 


family there — they just wouldn't under- 
stand. 

"I came back to the United States (after 
quitting in Germany in 1972) and won the 
NAIA (National college invitational) and 
worked myself into the best shape ever.” said 
Rosa. “Then a friend writes me that they are 
not going to pay my way to die (1976) 
Olympic Games. 

“I was living in the United States and my 
coaches helped me raise almost $800 so I 
could make the trip. The Olympic Committee 
held a meeting and said all the athletes who 
didn’t have a country — I don’t know how 
many there were, but it was several — could 
run under the Olympic flag?

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Global strife : Feeding on the grapes of wrath 
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By a Staff Writer 

From space die earth seems a tranquil and 
beautiful world with all its colors, water, 
doud and land formations. Yet, from the 
point of view of many people the planet is a 
hostile world full of wars, famine and disease. 

The conflict of man versus man is as old as 
man — it runs throughout the thoughts of 
great writers and thinkers from Pbin to 
Orwell. 

In his book Grapes of Wrath, Nobel prize- 
winning author John Steinbeck said. “—The 
causes lie deep and simple — the causes are a 
hunger tn a stomach, multiplied a million 
times; a hunger in a single soul, hunger for joy 
and some security, multiplied a million times. 

“The last dear definite function of man — 
m useless aching to work, minds aching to cre- 
ate beyond the single need — this is man. To 
build a wall, to build a bouse, a dam. and in 
the wall and the house and dam to put some- 
thing of Manself, and to Manself take back 
something of the wall, the house, the dam; to 
take hard musdes from the lifting, to take the 
dear lines and form from conceiving. 

“For man, unlike any other thing organic 


or inorganic in the universe, grows ahead of 
his accomplishments. This you may say of 
man — when theories changed and crash, 
when schools, philosophies, when narrow 
dark alleys of thought, national, economic, 
grow and disintegrate, man reaches, stumbles 
forward, painfully sometimes. Having step- 
ped forward, he may slip back, but only half a 
step, never the full step back. This you may 
say and know it and know it. 

“This you may know when the bombs 
plummet out of the black planes on the mar- 
ket place, when the prisoners are stuck like 
animals, when the crushed bodies drain filth- 
ily in the dust.

“Fear the time when the bombs stop falling 
while the bombers live — for evey little 
beaten strike is proof that the step is being 
taken. And this you can know — fear the time 
when Manself will not suffer and die for a 
concept, for this quality is the foundation of 
Manself, and this one quality is man. distinc- 
tive in the universe.'"

Let's assume you're 
declare - at four spades and 
West leads adlib. How should 
you play the hand? If you 
finesse the queen of chibs, 
which seems the natural thing 
to do, East wins with the king 
and shifts to the king of hearts, 
forcing out your ace. You 
would then be in sad shape and 
eventually go down one, losing 
two hearts, a diamond and a 
dub. 

You could dismiss foe hand 
by attributing it to bad luck — 
after all, West could have had 


the king of dubs. But if you 
study the situation 
objectively, you should 
conclude that the dub finesse 
is the wrong play. 

You have a much better 
chance to make the contract 
by playing the ace of chibs at 
trick one and a low diamond at 
trick two! In the actual hand, 
you'd eventually make four 
spades. 

The best foe enemy could do 
would be to win the diamond, 
cash the king of dubs, and 
diift to a heart You win, play 
a diamond to the ace, ruff a 
diamond high, cash the A-K of 
trumps, and ruff another 
diamond high. After playing a 
trump to the jack, you’d 
discard a heart on the ten of 
diamonds and thus score your 
tenth trick. 

Played this way, you make 
the contract if the trumps are 
fovided 2-2 or 3-1 (90 percent) 
and the diamonds are divided 
3-3 or 4-2 (84 percent). These 
divisions normally occur 
much more often than those 
where West was dealt the king 
of dubs (50 percent), and it is 
therefore much better to 
reject the club finesse. 

Notice also that you must 
play a low diamond from 
dummy at tridc two, not the 
ace. If you played the ace 
first, you’d wind up going 
down one. If you don’t believe 
it, just try it and see what 
happens.

Hostages well, doctor says 


TEHRAN. April 15 (APj — Representa- 
tives of the International Red Cross who vis- 
ited" one by one "all the American hostages 
in the U.S. embassy said Tuesday they found 
their health to be good and their food sup- 
plies abundant. 

Dr. Bernard Uebeskind. a Swiss physician, 
talked to reporters on his arrival at the 
Geneva airport from Iran carrying a bagful! 
of personal messages from the Americans, 
now in their 164th day of captivity. 

Liebeskind and Harald Schmid de 
Gruneck. the Red Cross' chief delegate in 
Tehran, spent more than nine hours with the 
hostages Monday in the first visit to all of the 
captives by independent observers. 

Uebeskind said of the hostages : “ They 
look a pit pallid, and they do not have much 
exercise.” 

The doctor said he had messages from 
“ All hostages” for transmission to their 
families in the United States through Red 
Cross channels. 

Both men were able to speak to" all hos- 
tages one by one ’’ but agreed not to disclose 
their total number, said Michelle Merrier, a 
Red Cross spokeswoman in Geneva. She said 
this had been a condition set by the militants 
who took over the embassy before they 
agreed to the Red Cross visit U .S. authorities 
have said there are 50 hostages in the 
embassy and three in the foreign ministry. 

Schmid de Gruneck said in Tehran the two 
made a list of all the hostages and their home 
addresses and this along with their messages 
would be forwarded to the United States. 

“ You can imagine those people have been 
there under rather difficult psychological 
conditions and they did appear in good 
shape. " Schmid de Gruneck said. 

“ Of course, there are some people — this 
is just human — who support less than others 
those conditions, but still I want to emphasize 
there is no very grave problem. " he said. 

Schmid de Gruneck said he was convinced 
he saw all the hostages “ without any excep- 
tion. ” He said he discussed the conditions of 
their detention with their captors and " sug- 
gested some improvements. I can only hope 
there will be some results. ” But he declined 
to be specific about his recommendations. 

He said that contrary to usual Red Cross 
procedure, the militants were present during 
his interviews with the hostages. 

In Washington. State Department 
spokesman Hodding Carter said the Red 
Cross visit could be helpful to the hostages 
and their families, but it was “ a palliative... a 
mask for the central reality that they are 
being held. Our objective is their release. ” 

Hojatoleslara Khomeini, the spiritual 
leader of the militants, told reporters the cap- 
tors would be willing to allow visits by the 
hostages' families if President Jimmy Carter 
would not cry to make propaganda out of the 
visits. He said Carter's words and his use of 
the hostage issue in the American presiden- 
tial campaign" raised obstacles ” to such vis- 
its. 

Carter said he hoped the visit would not 
cause U.S. allies to lose sight of the fact that 
“ the point is not whether they are being held 
in good condition, but that they should be 
released. ” 

The United States is trying to persuade its 
allies to join it in imposing diplomatic and 
economic sanctions against Iran. It is hoping 
(hat the economic sanctions will be imposed 
by Common Market countries at their meet- 
ing later this month. 

U.S. allies could get by without Iranian oil. 


if Washington succeeds in getting them to 
impose a trade embargo, but oil industry- 
sources in London said that for Japan in par- 
ticular the loss could hurt. 

Japan is Iran's biggest customer, lifting 

520.000 barrels a day or more than 10 per 
cent of its total imports. 

West Germany has been obtaining 

300.000 barrels of Iranian oil a day. 
Together. British Petroleum (BP) and the 
Anglo-Dutch Shell group buy 245.000 bar- 
rels daily. 

Huge stockpiles in consumer countries, 
estimated by producers at five billion barrels 
or 100 days’ supply without rationing, mean 
that nothing would grind to a halt of Iranian 
purchases were interrupted. 

But with several other members of the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (OPEC) cutting output, the loss of Ira- 
nian oil, if it persisted into the autumn, would 


aggravate what promises to become a tight 
supply-demand balance, oil traders in Lon- 
don said. 

If Iran’s customers go onto the free "spot" 
market for oil. they are likely to trigger a new 
risc in prices, oil industry sources said. The 
sources said that Japan, heavily dependent on 
imported oil. would be very reluctant to dis- 
pense with major long term contracts. 

Although the British- based BP and Shell 
oil companies are now lifting quite small vol- 
umes from Iran, the sources added, both 
organizations are short of contract crude. 

While Western oil liftings from Iran have 
declined sharply since the Iranian revolution, 
so have Western exports to Middle Eastern 
country- 

Wcst German exports to Iran were worth 
2.3 billion marks ($ 2 billion) last year, only 
0.7 per cent of total German exports.

dal — would not have been embarrassed 
even if he existed. 

He lived only in the brain of writer William 
Donaldson, who has told all in The Henry 
Root Letters, published in Late March. 

For months last year. Donaldson wrote 
numberous fictitious letters from the self- 
made and rabidly conservative fish tycoon to 
addresses ranging from Queen Elizabeth II to 
a model agency, many accompanied by a 
one-pound note just to see what would hap- 
pen to them.

Kramer takes 
five Oscars 


LOS ANGELES. April 15 (R) — Dustin 
Hoffman, nominated four times but never 

before a winner, won a Hollywood Oscar for 
best actor Monday night for his role as a 
father \n Kramer vs. Kramer, which swept the 
field with five awards. 

Sally Field wan the best actress award for 
her role as a tough textile w orker who helped 
bring a trade union into a mill in the U.S. 
south in Norma Rae. 

In accepting his Oscar before a star- 
studded audience, the 42- year-old Hoffman, 
who has been critical of acting awards in the 
past, declared: 

“lam here with mixed feelings. I refuse to 
believe I beat Jack Lemmon. I. beat Ai 
Pacino. I beat Peter Sellers” among the 
actors nominated for his award. 

“We are part of an artistic family." he said. 
“Most actors don’t work., but none of you 
have ever lost.” 

He had been previously nominated as best 
actor for his roles in The Graduate, Midnight 
Cowboy, and Lenny. 

The film Kramer vs. Kramer, a powerful 
portrait of a father, played by Hoffman, fight- 
ing to retain custody of his young son. w^s 
also declared the best picture of the year. 

Meryl Streep. 3 1 , who played the wife who 
left Hoffman for a life of her own and then 
tried to regain custody of her son, won the 
Oscar for best supporting actress after only 
three years of acting. 

Robert Benton won two Oscars — 
awarded by 3,604 members of the film indus- 
try who make up the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences — for directing and 
and also for adapting the screenplay for 
Kramer vs. Kramer.

On the same day that the Arab journal- 
ist Muhammed Mustapha Ramadan u.% 
gunned down in broad daylight here m 
London, news came from Turkey of the 
murder in Ankara of a Turkish journalist, 
the second to be killed within the last two 
weeks. Two months before that, Salecffi 
A) Lawsi. editor in chief of At Hawodess 
magazine, was murdered in Beirut. 
Gcarly. “they" have dedard an open sea- 
son on our craft and its humble practition- 
ers. The pen mightier than the sword ? Go 
tell it to the orphaned children and the 
widowed wives. Tell them to take the 
longer-term view . But don't go to “them’' 
and try to argue the point. That's what the 
victims tried to do and look what hap- 
pened. 

If you must go to "them.” however, ask 
this on our behalf, things we in the trade 
can no longer ask. If it is an open season on 
writers and journalists, then the prey 
wants to know which rules the execution- 
ers have in mind, the American or the 
European? That at least would be some- 
thing to know. For the Europeans gener- 
ally have no quota system. An open sea- 
son is an open season, and you bag a* 
much as you can manage in the given time. 
The Americans have quotas. So are the 
brave hunters going to put our minds at 
rest ? Have they killed enough for now or 
will they continue killing until, as mysteri- 
ously as the season was declared, open it is 
declared dosed. 

Time was when "their” sullen, heartless 
trade, and not ours, was the risky one. 
And there was an clement of justice then 
even for those who abhorred violence. 
They, after all lived by the sword, and 
therefore had to accept its being turned 
against them at some point. The journalist 
lived merely for the word, and the most 
that he feared was that his writing would 
be banned — with perhaps a short term 
imprisonment for emphasis. 

All this has now changed. They have 
been so successful in their violent trade 
that they have cornered its market and so 
are safe. It is the defenseless word which 
has to live under the shadow of the bullet 
or the hangman's rope.
